The U.S. Bureau of Labor Statistics will issue 
the Consumer Price Index for February on or 
about Thursday (March 28). 
THE NEW Consumer Price Index is certain to 
show that retail prices of goods and services have 
increased for the 13th month in a row. Last 
month’s index was 3.4 per cent higher than that 
of a year earlier. 
The index has recorded in­ 
creases of three-tenths of one per cent in each of 
the past four months. 
Economic trends of this sort augur ill for the 
political party in power, especially in an election 
year. 
In abandoning his presidential campaign, 
Gov. George Romney named inflation as the second 
most important issue of 1968, behind Vietnam but 
ahead of crime in the cities. 
Many politicians 
would argue that inflation belongs in the number 
one spot. 
Although jiersonal income in the United States 
keeps Climbing, the purchasing power of “ non- 
supervisory” employes (both white-collar and 
blue-collar) in private businesses has been fall­ 
ing since 1965. This is the conclusion of a Wall 
Street Journal study based on government earn­ 
ings, income tax, and Social Security statistics. 
The newspaper calculates that the average weekly 
purchasing power of non-supervisory workers 
with three dependents dropped from $78.53 to 
$78.23 between 1965 and 1967. If state and local 
sales and property taxes were taken into account, 
the erosion of buying power would look even 
greater. 
Projecting present inflationary trends far into the 
future, U. S. News & World Report estimates that, 
by the year 2000, a man’s haircut will cost $10, a 
new car $9,900, and a man’s suit $270. Median 
family income will have increased also, perhaps 
to $36,000 as against the present $7,800. 
A MERICANS can take some comfort from the fact 
that inflation in other major industrial countries is 
even more of a problem than it is in the United 
States. 
Over the past decade, consumer prices 
rose by 19 per cent in this country, as compared 
with increases of between 23 and 60 per cent in 
C anada, France, Great Britain, Italy, Japan and 
West Germany. 
The record becomes less reassuring when the 
period of comparison is reduced to the past 24 
months. The United States then ranks fifth among 
the seven countries in terms of annual rate of 
consumer price increase, and sixth in annual rate 
of increase of industrial production. 
WAR invariably produces inflation. “ Whenpeo­ 
ple say that the value of the dollar has been more 
til a n cut in half in the last 30 years,” Edwin L, 
Dale points out, “ they. . . neglect to mention that 


70 per cent of the approximately 130 per cent 
rise in prices since 1937 was directly caused by 
World War II, and that 12 per cent resulted from 
the war in Korea.” 
By this measure, the Vietnam conflict has in­ 
flicted comparatively minor damage on purchas­ 
ing power. 
The erosion that has taken place 
dates from 1965, when the massive American 
troop buildup in Southeast Asia began. 
The interconnected issue of war and high prices 
is a natural for the party out of power. It helped 
the Republicans to win control of Congress in 1946 
and of both Congress and the White House in 1952. 
The same party armed with the same issue could 
again prove a winning combination in 1968.
